10.—Gifford Pinchot, 
deposed chief forester of the F n ited 
States, but still loyal to his policies 
as president of the national conserva­ 
tion commission, defend) ii the rangers 
of th e forest service in a speech de­ 
livered before the N ational Arts club 
in New York and bitterly assailed the 
action of George P. M et'abe, solicitor 
of the departm ent, who, as tem porary 
Chief after P ineh ot’s dismissal, took 
action to abolish th e collegiate tra in ­ 
ing of foresters at 
governm ent ex­ 
pense. 
T his action Mr. Finehqt de­ 
scribed as “a secret a tta c k on the 
service, 
pro; titution 
of 
the 
law, 
a 
m ethod so effectively used by special 
in terests against the 
people and a 
cruel and needless loss.” 
H e said, in 
p a r t: 
“ I am proud of th e forest service 
and it-) m en, as I e n r was, and I ven­ 
tu r e to think th at it has proved the 
value of its ideal by its achievem ents 
and the enem ies it has made. 
Now 
let me give you the hest illustration 
I have set n in recent years of how a 
public officer, under pretext of obedi­ 
ence to tin 
law, m ay traffic with it 
and abuse it to the public injury.

W ashington, Feb. IO.—T he river and 
harbo r bill will contain a provision uu- 
j th o rn in g the im provem ent of the Mis- 
I sissippi river betw een St. Paul and St. 
Louis under plans approved by the war 
d epartm ent, calling for a six-foot ch an ­ 
nel in the stretch of river indicated. 
It is iii*' expectation that this project 
will be com pleted in twelve years, and 
it is estim ated th a t it will cost $2<>,- 
300,000. 
According to inform ation received 
by the house com m ittee from th e chief 
of engineers, approxim ately $2,000,000 
may be profitably expl oded on th** up 
per Mississippi annually.

$500,000 for the upper river, hut the

against Swedish dom ination of Nor­ 
w ay. 
In later years he becam e alm ost 
as well known un apostle of universal 
peace as Is Tolstoy himself.
